Llano Grande, Tex., Aug. 28,—The In- 
diana, 
Minnesota 
and 
Nebraska 
regi- 
ments rau.st get rid of all inefficient offi- 
cers. Brig. Gen. Lewis, in addressing the 
500 officers of the camp here Saturday, 
demanded that they 
appoint efficiency 
boards within the next two weeks to 
examine officers who are regarded as in- 
efficient. Officers failing to meet the test 
must leave the service. 
It is admitted 
that there is scarcely a regiment which 
does not have one or more olicers in- 
capable of giving military instructions. 


"Él will hold the colonels responsible 
and if they fail in their duty to appoint 
efficiency boards and clean house I may 
put an efficiency 
board on the men," 
said Gen. Lewis. 
"Fine progress with 
the instruction work is being made but 
the instructors of the different regiments 
report that some organizations are bad- 
ly handicapped because of a few ineffi- 
cient officers. Officers have had time in 
which to show if they can deliver the 
goods and tho.se who have failed to study 
and qualify themselves must go for the 
good of tlie service." 


"Pull" Won't Go Now. 


The indications are that a number of 
officers who have obtained commissions 
by special favor 
instead of merit will 
lose their bars when efficiency boards get 
busy. 
Kegimental commanders of some 
of 
the

charge that inefficiency among officers is 
largely chargeable to governors ignoring 
their recommendations 
and 
appointing 
men Avith a "pull" rather than a mili- 
tary record.

Turned Down by Navy 
Board Year Ago. 


Wasliington, Aug. 8.—Information has 
reached the navy department that steam 
fcubmarines 
are under construction 
in 
Europe, closely resembling the 25 knot 
boats 
designed 
by the 
department 
a 
year ago. 
The navy general board dis- 
approved 
the 
characteristics 
of 
the 
steamboats, and congress was not asked 
to authorize any experimental construc- 
tion. 
Navy designers turned to steam 
propulsion for submarines to meet the 
requirements of tlic 1916 naval appro- 
priation bill, which specified t^e three 
fieet 
submersibles provided for .«have a 
speed of at least twenty knots an hour, 
and if possible, twenty-five knots. 
No 
private 
builder Avould undertake 
the 
construction of the craft when bids were 
advertised, since they were unable to 
find sufTicient horse power in oil engines 
to give the boats the required speed. The 
department 
experts 
had prepared 
the 
alternative design in which steam ttu-- 
hines supplied power for surface opera- 
tions. 
They 
had no doubt that 
tlie 
boats would make twenty-five knots an 
hour, perhaps more, insuring that they 
would be the fastest boats of their kind 
afloat. 
Eighteen knots is the maximiun 
j^peed for submarines in the German and 
British navies. 
The board disapproved 
the design on the ground that the gen- 
eral difficulties presented by the neces- 
siities of taking down a smoke stack 
would make them slow to submerge and 
an easj^ prey for enemy destroyers.

which made the announcement that Ru- 
mania has cast her fortunes with the 
entente allies, is a semi-official German 
news agency which is frequently used 
as an aveuue for making public official 
annoimcements. 


Rumania becoi^es the fourteenth na- 
tion to join the war. 
Her intervention 
either on the side of the entente allies 
or the central powers had been awaited 
with symptoms of concern by both sides 
since the beginning of the great con- 
flict. 
This is due not entirelj» to Ru- 
mania's military strength but also to 
the strategic advance of her geograph- 
ical position and the fact that her entry 
into the .struggle opens to the Russian 
array gateway through Rumania to at- 
tack 
the Bulgarians from the 
north, 
while the allied army, having its base 
at Saloniki, attacks them and their Ger- 
man allies from the south.

The country has a population of 6,800,- 
000; jand her army has been estimated 
at 580,000. 
I t often has been described 
as one of the most thoroughly equipped 
and disciplined armies in Europe, but

Lately it has been stated that Rumanian 
officers are ill trained and undisciplined, 
that Rumania has no heavy 
artillery 
and that its flying service is inferior. 
Some advocates of Rumania's participa- 
tion in the war have asserted that she 
could mobilize as many as 
1,000,000 
men. 
The mobilization of her army has 
been in progress for months and a few 
dav3 ago nas reported to be complete. 
The motive which prompts Rumania to 
enter the war is tlie satisfaction of her 
"níáional aspirations," described by M. 
Jonescu, the Rumanian 
liberal leader, 
as 
the 
"policy 
of 
national 
instinct. 
Concisely this means national expansion. 
In the soutiieni half of Bukowina tho 
Austrian cro.wnland, the Rumanians arc 
the dominant race. 
The mass of tno 
people of eastern Transylvania, a part 
of Hungary, is Rumanian by race and 
language, "it is said 4,000.000 Ruma- 
nians live in Transylvania. 


Rumania 
has been credited with 
a 
long cherished ambition to annex t^hese 
provinces and at the same time 
liber- 
ate" the Rumanians now under 
Aus- 
trian dominition. 
Recently it was re- 
ported Russia had offered Czemowxtz to 
Kumania as a reward 
if 
she 
would 
iniite with the entente, 
_ 


Rumania also covets Bessarabia, tUc 
extreme southwestern province of Rus- 
sia on the Black sea. which was taken, 
from her by the iJcrlin treaty of 1878. 
Reports haVc started that Russia also 
consented to restore Bessarabia as a .w-ar 
prize, with its population of 2 000 000 
mostly Rumanias, 
and 
area of 20,000 
f,auare miles. 
This, with Transylvania, 
would give 
Rumania 
total populati®" 
approacliing 
13,000,000, and should all 
1,;.; aspirations be satisfied a territory 
PS fireat in area 
as 
that ot England, 
Scotland and Wale.''. 


Rumania has a border 
line as long 
as the whole Russian western war tront 
on which to clioose lier point of mditary 
attack.

Now Issues Formal Declaration of War 
Against Germany.

been acknowledged formally by the Ger- 
man government.

withdrew from the triple alliance iStiiy 
25 of last year and declared vrar on 
Austria. 
Although by this act she ar- 
rayed herself against her^-former allies, 
Germany and Austria, she remained of- 
ficially 
at peace with Germany until 
yesterday. 


Rupture Long Averted.*^ 


Before Italy took this step Germany 
exerted every effort to induce her to re- 
main neutral, sending to Rome as an 
ambassador 
ftince 
von Buelow, one of 
the ablest statesmen of Germany. 


The prince for some time averted war 
between Austria and Italy, and when 
he saw a rupture was inevitable took 
steps toward preservation of an oflScial 
peace between Germany and Italy. 


He negotiated 
a 
special agreement 
under which, in case of war 
between 
Austria and Italy, Germany and Italy 
pledged themselves to respect the prop- 
erties and lives of their respective sub- 
jects in eacli other's domains. 


This meant for Germany a guarantee 
of many millions of dollars' worth of 
properties in Italy and for Italy 
the 
safety of 30,000 Italian subjects in Ger- 
many. 


Allies Dissatisfied! 


According to unofficial reports from 
Europe, Italy's allies were dissatisfied 
and at the Paris council of entente pow- 
ers in February last asked the Italian 
representatives why 
their nation 
was 
not at Avar with Germanj*. 
Italy al- 
ready 
had agreed not to 
conclude 
a 
separate peace, and at the Paris confer- 
ence sanctioned the plan for a perma- 
nent high council of the entente powers 
for future conduct of the war. 


The 
increasing co-operation 
among 
the entente allies and the necessity for 
bringing into service Italy's surplus of 
troops, which could not be employed on 
the other fronts without 
bringing on 
war with Germanj', gradually 
brought 
Italy into such a position that it be- 
came evident a declaration of hostilities 
r.gainst Germany was onlv a matter of 
time. 


Seized German Ships. 


The first overt act in this direction 
occurred shortly 
after the Paris con- 
ference, probably as a result of it. 
On 
Feb. 29 Italy requisitioned 
thirty-four 
cf the thirty-seven German steamships 
interned in Italian ports to help meet 
the pressing needs of the allies for ship- 
ping facilities. 


Other indications of approaching wat 
have been observed in recent weeks. 


It was reported unofficially that Ger- 
many had taken charge of tho defense 
cf Trieste. 


A more definite indication 
was the^ 
st'verance last month of the last com- 
mercial tie between the nations. 
The

step was the sending of

troops to Saloniki, 


NO EXCITEMENT IN BERLIN. 


Declaration of War By Italy Fails to 
Stir German People. 


Berlin, 
Aug. 
28.—Although 
Italy's 
declaration of war against Germany was 
unheralded and came as a complete sur- 
prise, it failed to cause the 
slightest 
ripple of e.xcitement in Berlin. 
Ti;e an- 
nouncement was made public yesterday 
in the customary extra editions of the 
Sunday newspapers, which give the otfi- 
cial war reports. 
Idle crowds heard the 
declaration undemonstratively and then 
continued the usual Sunday strolls. 


The 
official 
Nord 
Deutsche 
Alle- 
gemeine Zeitung sounds the key note of 
press comment, taking the position that 
Italy's formal declaration of war Avill 
have but little effect in view of existing 
conditions. 
All the editorials were writ- 
ten prior to the receipt of information 
regarding Rumania's declaration of war 
on Austria-Hungary and almost 
with- 
out exception tlie newspapers expressed 
the hope that tlaly's action winld not 
force Rumania into the conflict.

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The Trend in Texas 


Texas is, of course, so reliably and unchangeably democratic that 
it «cidoin offers auj"- sort of basis for political speculatior or deduction. 
The country has long been accustomed to merely counting the Lone 
Star state in the democratic column and letting it go at that. 
Nothing 
else could possibly happen there—and nothing ever did. It is scarcely 
to be conceived that anything else ever will happen in that state, so 
that anything like a political upheaval in Texas seems wholly without 
the realm of possibility. 
Despite tlie fact, some extremely interesting 
happenings have been transpiring there that are important for reflec- 
Uon on the part of the rest of the countr3^ 


There seemed for a time to be apparent in Texas widespread dis- 
satisfaction with the Mexican policy of the president that foroed its 
Y>'ay into Texas state affairs. 
An anti-Wilson faction, headed by Ex- 
Governor Colquitt, arose among the democrats of Texas, and it made 
open war on the president's plan of dealing with the Mexican situa- 
tion. 
This faction was pronouncedly for armed intervention—or at 
least for much more drastic measures than were countenanced by 
Washington. 
In the July primaries for senatorial nomination, Mr. 
Colquitt'on a platform of that sort polled some 30,000 more votes 
than were cast for Senator Culberson, who was regarded as the Wilson 
faction's candidate for the place. 
The Colquitt majority, however, 
did not roach two-thirds of tlie votes cast, and under the Texas law a 
secojid primary was necessary. 
This Avas held on Saturday, and, 
singaiar to relate. Mi-. Colquitt's former load was not only entirely 
wiped out, but with an estimated vote of but 25,000 yet to be reported, 
S'malor Cul]}crson is leading Mr. Colquitt by ai)proximately 67,000 
votcíí. 
The returns yet to come in cannot materially change the ratio 
of the rival candidates". 


The very clear indication of this striking reversal of position on 
tiie part of the denujcrats of Texas eaa be interpreted in but one way,. 
It is a return to the support of the president—a realization that, after 
Fober thought, Mr. AVilson has been choosing the wiser course in 
dealing with a situation that was bad enough in any event, but which 
might have been infiinitel}^ worse had he allowed himself to be moved 
by those who were crj'ing for the armed intervention that is but 
another way of spelling war. 
There have been those, too, who have 
contended that voters of German birth and descent were lined up in 
opposition to the president, yet in the Texas contest it is noteworthy 
tliat the so-called Wilson candidate has carried practically every 
county in tlie state in which there is any considerable German popu- 
lation, as he has also triumphed in the larger counties and the larger 
of the state. 
Texas, after all, may prove her usefulness as a 
political barometer.

Press.)—It has developed that the at- 
tempt made to assassinate President do 
la Plaza while he was 
reviewing 
the 
centenary celebration from the balcony 
of government house on July, as report- 
ed by cable, had root in t i c president's 
refusal to commute the scntence of two 
men condemned to death for murder. 
The assassin, Juan ilandrini, who is 
believed to be 
of unsound 
mind, de- 
clares that he believed the pxecution 
of the two men was "a legal crime,'' 
which he felt called upon 
to avong-?.

WHEN YOU TAK^. THE 
CHILDREN AWAY 
I 


T IS no easy matter to travel com- 
fortably with children, yet the rigors 
of a train or boat trip may he lessened 
if a few precautionary rules are borne in 
mind. 


First of all. dress the children comfort- 
ably. 
Don't reserve the best clothes for 
the trip. 
Put them in comfortable play 
clothes, cool enough for a very hot day, 
and proATide heavy coats or sweaters for 
a possible cold wave. Tuck Into the over- 
night satchel an extra pair of socks and a 
clean slip or suit. 
Then. Just before the 
Journey's end. soiled and mussed clothes 
may bo changed and the chilaren will 
not look ao travel stained. 


Don't allow any more food or •weeis 
on the train or boat than you would at 
home. 
Don't allow them to try any new 
dishes away from home, as you may have 
Hick children on your hands. 


Provide some sort of a surprise like a 
new book or a new game to amuse thern 
and to keep them from annoying the fel- 
low-passengrers. 
One clever little 
child 
amuses herself on the train by making 
dolls' dishes and goblets from the sliver 
paper that copies around milk chocolate. 


An inflatable air pillow is a very handy 
accessory to take along when you are 
traveling with children. 
Insist on perfect 
obedience when they are crossing tracks, 
getting on and off cars, keeping head and 
arms inside the open window, etc. 
A 
willful child can cause much trouble In 
Just such nerve-racking times. 


Children are less apt to get cinders in 
the eyes if they sit backAvard in a train. 
Of course, some children find this very 
nauseating. 


If it makes a ciiild sick to read In a 
train, as it very often does, give him a 
picture book, read to him, or better still, 
tell him a story. 


Children arc very apt to get carsick, but 
with them as with adults, a great amount 
of this Is due to suggestion. 
They hear 
their parents say, "I can't take Dorothy 
any distance hecauso she gets carsick," 
and they can feel the parents' apprehen- 
sion when they are in the cjirs. A lemon 
sucked will sometimes prevent sickness or 
relieve.

Aug. 22.—Greatly 
increased school facilities are to be pro- 
vided this fall for the instruction of 
foreign-born 
residents of the United 
States and especially for alien candi- 
dates for citizenship. 
Dtnring the last 


scholastic year the public scJiool authori- 
ties of approximately 650 cities and 
towns in forty-four states of the union 
were oo-operatinji with the bureau of 
naturalization of the United State.s tie- 
partment of labor in this branch of its 
educational activity. 
According to in- 
formation thus far roceired by the bu- 
reau, nearb' one hiuidred others have 
signified their intention of joining in 
the movement and all indications! uow 
point to a most gratifying record for the 
1916-17 school year. 


Tt is the desire of the bureau of nat- 
uralization 
that 
public 
school 
night 
classes be installed wherever the need 
exists for the education and Amerieau- 
ization.of foreigners. 
This field of oper- 
ation of the public schools is not limit- 
ed to those who iuive applied for nat- 
uralization. 
It is intended to include all 
forcign-born residents whose instruction 


in I^ngliah and i-ivies would, beynu«! 
question, result not only in fn"«^!!' 
sonal benefit to themselves, but would 
be of signal advantage to the city iti 
which they reside, and, logically, to tlio 
nation as well. 


That the cost of the pstiiblisbni-nt 
and maintenance of siK-h schools is rel- 
atively 
small as compared with the 
great good accomplished is convincingly 
shown by reports received from the pub- 
lic authorities who co-operatc«! with the 
bureau of naturalization last year. With 
this in view, the bureau is ur^'ing the 
superintendents of schools all over the 
covmtry to insert in their municipal bud- 
get for next year an item providing 
funds to cover tl»e expense of carrying 
on this public night aciiool work.

Budapest, Hungary, July 20.—(Corre- 
spondence of The Associated Press).— 
Hungary, probably more than any Euro- 
pean nation, is going to have to erect 
restrictive barriers against the emigra- 
tion of its inhabitants to America artor 
the war, in the opinion of Dr. Gustav 
Grätig member of parliament and direc- 
tor of the Hungarian Manufacturers' as- 
sociation. 
At the 
same 
time if the 
United States hopes 
entirely to escape 
from an inundation of so-called "cheap 
labor," it must co-operate and itself put 
up barriers which shall help to keep oaL 
tue thousands who. Dr. Gratz believes, 
will want and try to forsake their na 
tive country and its heavj- problem.s. 


Dr. Gratz declares that he knows from 
per.tonal investigation that the tendency 
to emigrate from agricultural Hungary 
will be in strong contrast to the tenl- 
ency in industrial Austria and Germany 
to stay at home. 


The cause for this tendency, of course, 
he explains, is to be found in the fact 
that the agricultural worker is not going 


to be so fortunately situated after ILa 
war as the industrial man, especially as 
the worker in Germany and a great part 
of Austria who is probably going to find 
plenty of work at wages high enough to 
offset the present and 
prospective high 
prices. 


Y'et, he believes, there will be somi 
tendency on the 
part 
of the skilled 
laborer, to go across to the new homa 
His hope that this is going to be pre- 
vented during a critical period in Eur. 
ope, lies not only in possible legislation 
here, but 
in the repeated

Drop in Prices Brings Big 
Blow Up to Chinese Pa- 
per Millionaires. 


Hankow, China, July 
20.—(Corres- 
pondence of The Associated Press.)— 
Antimony prices have collapsed and 
scores of Chinese who were million- 
aires on paper a few months ago, are 
now computing their liabilities. 


The demand for antimony was so 
keen early in the war and the supply 
was so 
limited 
that 
prices soared. 
Many new mines were opened, and 
reduction plants were built. 
Hunan 
province 
is 
the 
greatest antimony 
producing center of the world, and 
Changsha is the center through which 
most of the ore is handled. That city 
became a regular El Dorado. 
For- 
tunes were ina.de over night, and for a 
time there seemed to bo no limit to 
the prices which producers could com- 
mand 
from tirms that rcQuired the 
metal to harden shell cases for the 
various armies. 


At one 
time 
antimony 
in crude 
smelted form commanded over eight 
hundred dollars gold per ton. 
Spec- 
ulators predicted the ore would bring 
fifteen hundred dollars a ton, and acted 
on that predictlort. 


But the metal trade suddenly read- 
justed. 
The 
output 
oC 
antimony, 
which is used only in very limited 
quantities by ammunition makers, ex- 
ceeded the supply. 
Ore which at one 
time sold in Kew York at fifty cents 
gold a pound has dropped to fifteen 
cents gold per pound, and the wind 
'has gone out of the sails of the Chang- 
sha boosters. 


Many of the antimony producers now 
have ore on the way from Changsha 
to New York, which is mortgaged to 
bankers for more than 
the present 
market price of the metal. 


Within the past few weeks antimony 
producers 
in 
the Changsha district 
have organized an association for the 
purpose of steadying the mai-ket by 
iiniiting the output. 
They predict that 
they will be able to restore prices to 
their hi.ghest level within a short time, 
hut as yet have produced no apprecia- 
ble effect on the market.

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The Trend in Texas 


Texas is, of course, so reliably and unchangeably democratic that 


it seldom offers any sort of basis for political speculation or deduction. 
The country has long been accustomed to merely counting the Lono 
Star state in the democratic column aucl letting it go at that. Nothing 
else could possibly happen there—and nothing ever did. It is scarcely 
to be conceived that anything else ever will happen in that state, so 
that anything like a political upheaval in Texas seems wholly without 
the realm of possibility. Despite the fact, some extremely interesting 
happenings have been transpiring there that are important for reflec- 


1 lion on the part of the rest of the country. • 


There seemed for a time to be apparent in Texas widespread dis- 


satisfaction with the Mexican policy of the president that forced its 
way into Texas state affairs. An anti-Wilson faction, headed by Ex- 
Governor Colquitt, arose among the democrats of Texas, and it made' 
open war on the president's plan of dealing with the Mexican situa- 
tion. This faction was pronouncedly for armed intervention—or at 
least for much more drastic measures than were countenanced by 
"Washington. In the July primaries for senatorial nomination, Mr, 
Colquitt on a platform of that sort polled some 30,000 more votes 
than were cast for Senator Culbersou, who was regarded as the Wilson 
faction's candidate for the place. The Colquitt majority, however, 
did not reach two-thirds of*the votes cast, .and under the Texas law a 
second primary was necessary. 
This was held on Saturday, and, 


singular to relate, Mr. Colquitt's former lead was not only entirely 
wiped out, but with an estimated vote of but 25,000 yet to be reported, 
Senator Culberson is leading Mr. Colquitt by approximately 67,000 
voter,. The returns yet to come in cannot materially change the ratio 
of the rival candidates. • 
? 


The very clear indication of this striking reversal of position on 


the part of the democrats of Texas can be interpreted in but one way 
It is a return to the support of the president—a realization that, aftei 
sober .thought, Mr. Wilson has been choosing the wiser course in 
dealing with a situation that was bad enough in any event, but whicl 
might have been infiinitely worse had lie allowed himself to be movci 
by those who were crying for the armed intervention that is bu 
another way of spelling war. There have been those, too, who liavi 
contended that voters of German birth and descent were lined up ir 
opposition to the president, yet in the Texas contest it is iioteworthy 
-thal the so-called Wilson candidate has carried practically ever,, 
county in the state in which there is any considerable German popu 
Ifition, as he has also triumphed in the larger counties and the larger 


• cities of the state.' Texas, after all, may prove her usefulness as a 
political barometer.
